British Said to be Not

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—In- 


titude of the Japanese delegates to- 
ard the American naval limitation 
program today. The British, while 
maintaining official silence are not , 
enthusiastic over the cutting down 
of their sea-power but expect in the 
end to accept the Hughes proposal 
in some form. 

The bold, frank, open move of 
America toward peace in the Pa- 
cific has convinced the Japanese at 
least of one thing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—From 
the Bureau of Census has come a 
bulletin entitled “Men and Women 
of Voting Age” that throws a flood 
of light on t§e voting habits of the 
American people when read in con- 
nection with the returns from States 
of the national election of 1920. It 
shows that the total population, when 
the census was taken last year, twen- 
ty-one years of age and over, was 
60,886,520, made up of 31,403,370 
men and 29,483,150 women. The 
total number of citizens entitled to 
vote was 64,421,832, made up of 27.- 
661,880 men and 26,759,592 women. 

HALF TAKE PRIVILEGE. 
In other words, making allowance 


insane asylums and others who were 
barred ™m voting. there should 
been about 64,000,000 votes 
cast in November, 1920. Instead 
only about half that number were 
cast. That is, not more than fifty 
out of every 100 persons entitled to 
vote for President availed themselves 
of the privilege. 

Delaware, a lttle State, very near 
to the South, has the best voting reo- 
ord in the Union, having sent to the 
polls In 1920 exactly seventy-five out 
of every hundred of her available 
voters. Indiana, where politics is al- 
ways present, comes next.

It is a condition produced by the 
absence of the negroes from the 
polis, a condition which was the 
reason for President Harding's re- 
cent speech at Birmingham. In 
South Carolina, heavily populated 
by negroes, only 8% per cent of the 
available votes were cast at the last 
general election, the lowest figure 
in the country. Mississippi is _lit- 
tle better with 94-10 per cent. 


VOTING PECULARITIES. 


While nonvotine is predominately 
a southern habit, as revealed by the 
statistics, ene finds also a curious 
dissimilarity in the voting habits of 
the people of Northern and Western 
States. Much less than half of the 
voters of Maine and Vermont went 
to the polls last year, while their 
next door neighbor, New Hamp- 
‘ghire, sent more than two-thirds. 

Another curious fact is that the 
States on the border between North 
and South, those that Hie on the 
verge of the black belt, turn out and 
vote in larger proportionate nhum- 
bers than their northern companions 
in the Union.

Sees Lloyd Georgi’s Action 


Believes Sinn Fein Won't 


(BY DISPATCH! 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—The York- 
shire Post, which is the most itm- 
portant Unionist newspaper outside 
of London, published yesterday an 
erticle on the Irish question by “a 
Unionist leader,” which has ex- 
cited a great deal of attention.

The article says that, according 
to the London press, if Ulster does 
not agree to come into an al)-Ire- 
land Parliament the Minis- 
ter, although he will not break his 

ledge and coerce will not 


resign. 

“The position will then be,” says 
the article, “that if an alternative 
government be formed to resist this 

roposed settlement, then the Prime 
inister drops for the moment out 
of the picture, but if the position 
of the Unionists should not be 
strong enough or cohesive enough 
to form a government, then pre- 
sumably the 
for the Prime inister, 
accept the responsibility of continu- 
ing in office, and will bring in «a 
bill to carry out the proposed set- 
tlement. That mean, of course, 
that he is goi to coerce Ulster, 
but will justify his doing so on the 
ground that he has stood aside and 


nobody else hag been prepared to 
form a government any other 
policy.” 

As regards the re that the 
Unionist members of the Cabinet 


will adopt the same course, the writ- 
er finds it difficult to believe this, 
because “their whole political lives 
represent a succession of pledges 
against the coercion of Ulster.” 

LETTERS OF JUSTIFICATION. 

The writer then discusses the 
question whether Ulster is justified 
in rejecting the proposed settie- 
ment. 

“The view of the great mass of 
tht British electors would probably 
be that of the present writer,” he 
says. “They would say: 

“"l am not sanguine enough to 
believe the proposed arrangement 
would be a real settlement of the 
Irish question. I am-afraid, on the 
contrary, that it would inevitably 
lead to civil war in Ireland, but if 
it gives even a temporary peace, I 
would be giad to see Ulster accept 
it, for possibly when the storm arose 
the nation would be in a stronger 
to face it than she is to- 


“But assume, as geems 
to indicate,’ that Ulster 1 abso- 
lutely refuse to go into such a set- 


tlement, on what grounds will they 
justify their refusal? They will say: 
REASON FOR REFUSAL. 
“*You ask us to go in before the 
Sinn Feiners even accept allegiance. 
A little more than a week ago their 
leader declared that under no cir- 
cumstances would he accept al- 
legiance. You have bought their 
allegiance. You have bought it by 
selling Ulster. Is such an allegiance 
likely to be sincere? Then you tell 
us that in the bill there will be all 
kinds of safeguards for the autono- 
my of Ulster, but who its gutug to 
guarantee these safeguards? The 
first result of the passing of such a 
bill would be that every British 
soldier will be taken out of [reland. 
We do not suggest that a Dublin 
Parliament would at ortce at a sin- 
stroke take away all the privi- 
of Ulster.
